Bryce 
Canyon 
National 
Park, 
Utah— W hen is a canyon not a can­ 
yon seems to he a major point in 
Bryce Canyon National Park for the 
'Canyon" is actually a deep amphi­ 
theatre cut into the edge of a high 
plateau. 
But whether it is a canyon 
or just an amphitheatre does not de­ 
tract from the unique beauty that 
strikes one as he looks down upon 
the myriad of pinnacles and walls of 
gaily-colored hue. 
Bryce Canyon is 
one of the most charming places I 
have ever visited. 


Ebenezer Bryce, a Mormon 
pioneer, settled in the 
Paria 
Valley near the mouth of Bryce 
Canyon. 
H e was one of those 
hardy souls who wrestled with 
nature to make a living; a living 
that demanded hard labor rather 
than an appreciative 
sense 
of 
beauty. 
The only remark com­ 
ing down to posterity 
of 
his 
opinion is, “It is a hell of a place 
to lose a cow.” 
From the rim 
of the Canyon the little town 
of Tropic is visible, and the sec­ 
ond grove of trees to the south­ 
ward of Tropic marks the loca­ 
tion of the former Bryce farm. 
It seems fitting that his name 
should be perpetuated in Bryce 
Canyon National Park. 


W e were fortunate to he at Bryce 
Canyon during a rainy period for it 
is under such conditions that 
the 
colors are more distinct than during 
bright sunshine. 
This section o f the 
country has two rainy seasons, 
the 
normal winter season of snow and 
rain and the thunder shower season 
of July and August. 
The 
thunder 
showers arc not inconvenient as they 
arc of comparatively short duration 
and bring moisture into the atmos­ 
phere that is appreciated after dry 
desert air. 


T o describe Bryce Canyon 
adequately seems futile, as 
it 
must 
he seen in its various 
moods if one is to retain an ade­ 
quate picture. 
There are two 
distinctive characteristics; 
that 
of the pillars and walls which in 
themselves are attractive but to 
this is added color, a vivid red, 
a subdued purple, indistinct yel­ 
lows, somber gray and white, 
with contrasts of green vegeta­ 
tion in the lower sections of the

At 5:45 Violet T hornton and Veron­ 
ica G abriel, two sm all girls, came into 
the police station with a clock and a 
vest pocket cam era. 
They had been 
searching around in the refuse in back 
of the ( \ G. Lykken Departm ent Store 
whefi they found two suitcases. They 
took the camera and the clock home 
and the m other of one of the girls 
made them turn the item s in to the 
police station. 
W hen told of the two 
suitcases, officers searched tor them, 
but they had been removed in 
the 
m eantim e. 
The police then made a 
search of the business section 
and 
found th e two bags in a dump truck 
in the back of Hotel the Oasis. 
Mr. 
Orm sby identified tlie bags as ids. The 
youth confessed to the crim es when 
confronted by the various identifica­ 
tions and evidence.

W ith 15,250.000 acre-ieet of w ater 


in storage. Lake Mead, the 
largest 


m an-m ade body of w ater In the world, 
is half full. 
C reated by Boulder dam in the can­ 
yons of the Colorado river along the 
border of Arizona and Nevada, Lake 
M ead began to fill F ebruary 1, 1935. A 
y e ar later it held approxim ately 3r- 
600,000 acre-feet of w ater. 
In F ebru­ 
ary of this year it had caught 
and 
stored m ore than 9,000,000 acre-feet. 
R ising steadily since th at tim e, the 
lake now has a depth of 458 feet, m ore 
th an tw ice th e m axim um depth 
of 
Lake Erie, and covers 91,60 acres. The 
w ater held in Lake Mead at this tim e 
would cover the state of W est Vir­ 
ginia alm ost a foot deep. 
Lake Mead extends 10S m iles up 
the Colorado river from Boulder dam 
through Black, Boulder, 
T ravertine, 
Iceberg, and into the lower and unvis­ 
ited end of th e Grand Canyon. 
It is 
within seven miles of its 
m axim um 
length, but lacks more than 100 feet 
of the maximum depth it will attain 
w hen filled to its capacity of 30.500.­ 
000 acre-feet. 


A m ajor attraction for tourists has 
been created by the construction of 
Boulder difm and Lake Mead. 
Since 
January l. this year, more than 1000 
persons pey day have visited the dam 
and lake. In 1931, when construction 
of B oulderldam began, there w ere no 
roads to the site, which had been vis­ 
ited by no m ore than a handful of peo­ 
ple in history. 
In 1934. before the 
diversion tunnels were closed a t Boul­ 
d e r dam, a. m ajor drouth occurred in 
the irrigated areas along the low er 
Colorado river when the stream all but 
ceased flowing In mid-summer. 
Crop 
losses totaling more than $10,000,000 
resulted. T he danger of this disaster 
ever recurring has been rem oved by 
storage of w ater in L ake Mead. Since 
the diversion gates were 
closed 
in 
1935, three m ajor floods, one 
each 
year, have been poured against Boul­ 
d e r dam by th e erratic river, but the 
flow below the dam has been reg u lat­ 
ed to the needs of w ater users on the 
low er river who forever have been re ­ 
leased from the danger of inundation.

"It is unlawful for the D istrict to 
enter into any agreem ent which will 
limit o r re stric t the right of citizens 
qualified for the work and residing 
within the D istrict to obtain em ploy­ 
ment on the Colorado R iver Aqueduct. 
'•This Board cannot and will not 
restrict em ploym ent to m em bers 
of 
any single Union any m ore than 
it 
would exclusively reserve all the jobs 
for m em bers of a certain church or of 
a political organization."

arc other canyons or amphitheatres

this unique completeness of the am­ 
phitheatre known as Bryce Canyon. 


Cliff Presnall is Park Natural­ 
ist. 
Some years ago I met him 
in Yosemite National Park and 
there had the pleasure of taking 
a hike and fishing trip with him 
and District Ranger Givens of 
Tuolumne 
Meadows. 
It 
was 
during that trip we 
found 
a 
dwarf Juniper species near the 
edge of the park but just beyond 
the line. 
It has been our hope 
that it was inside the park limits, 
but unfortunately this was not 
true and to this day I under­ 
stand this particular juniper has 
not been found within the boun­ 
daries 
of 
Yosemite 
National 
Park. 
A park naturalist is 
a 
i 
very 
busy man but Presnall 
found time to call for us for a 
short botanizing expedition. 


Here is found the Foxtail pine, not 
the same species as found in 
the 
Sierra Nevada, but the branches and 
arrangement of needles give the same 
foxtail appearance. 
A person has to 
se this pine just once to recognize 
that it is well named. There arc two 
pinon pines found here; one has a 
single needle and is the same species 
as found in the San Jacinto moun­ 
tains. 
The other has two needles 
to the sheaf and is also known as the 
j pinon pine. 
The pine nuts of both 
¡trees were used for food by the In- 
¡ dians. 
W e were surprised to find 
¡ the Mariposa Lily, but later found 
_ that it is quite abundant and is the 
‘ state flower of Utah. Along the Rim 
• road we saw large pure white colum- 
j bines. 
Here and in 
many 
other 
1 places we saw the wild flax, some­ 
times in such profusion as to remind 
of the cultivated fields of flax in the 
Imperial Valley. 


Two conducted trips are of­ 
fered for visitors; a caravan trip 
which is a rather hurried thirty- 
six mile automobile trip along 
the rim with stops at half 
a 
dozen vantage points, and a mile 
and a half hike from Sunset 
Point into the canyon. 
During 
this hike one can see at close 
range the various rock forma­ 
tions and a natural bridge and 
have the pleasure of 
the 
hike 
back 
through 
Wall 
Street, 
which is a narrow canyon 
be­ 
tween high red cliffs. 
There are 
thirty-two 
switchbacks. 
It 
is 
said to be a popular trip 
for 
financial executives, for, as they 
climb, they steadily get out of 
the red.
